This paper is responsive to the Restriction Requirement and Request for Election dated 
October 1, 2002, setting a one (1) month term for response. 



Restriction Requirement 

In the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner requested Applicants to elect one of the following 
inventions: 

Group I (claims 1-6) drawn to a polynucleotide, a host cell and a vector with said 
polynucleotide. 

Group II (claims 7-10) drawn to a method of detection using said polynucleotides. 
Group HI (claims 11-12) drawn to a screening assay using combinatorial cDNA. 
Group IV (claims 13-14) drawn to a polypeptide. 

Group V (claims 15-16) drawn to a screening assay with combinatorial polypeptide. 
Group VI (claim 17) drawn to a method of making an antibody. 
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Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, to prosecute Group I, which includes and is drawn to 
Claims 1-6. Applicants submit that the search for the polynucleotides encoding SEQ ID NO: 1 and 
their method of use in producing a polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 would be co-extensive with a search 
of the polypeptide itself, as well as for other methods of use of the polynucleotides of Group I that are 
limited in scope to the polynucleotide composition of matter of claim 1. Therefore, Applicants request 
reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement and examination of all claims in Groups I- IV, claims 1- 
14. In the event that the Restriction Requirement is maintained, Applicants reserve the right to 
prosecute the subject matter of non-elected claims in subsequent divisional applications.
